Twenty - 
fiv e years of protection bad so intrenched 
priv ate interests in the tariff th at they rer 
gard it as their exclusiv e domain, and resent 
the intrusion of the people as th at of tres­ 
passers. 
He said that while our tariff rates 
were running up from IS to 48 per cent, d u r­ 
ing the* war and immediately thereafter, 
ev ery interest that wished to become a para­ 
site upon the people was perm itted to dictate 
its own terms, and those term s still remained. 
The so-called rev ision of 18 8 8 soon turned 
into a struggle tetw eeu the captains of in­ 
dustry for an increase of their bounties, 
and was finally thrown into a secret con­ 
ference where higher rates were giv en than 
either 
house 
had 
dared 
to 
v ote 
in 
public, and was then hurried through con­ 
gress without being sifted or read. 
Wilson 
claimed that all the reductions tL f had been 
made were those affecting property, and had 
throw n the burdens on those least able to 
bear them. 
Protection acted on the rule of 
the Ohio politician—to claim ev erything. He 
declared th at protection had no’more to do 
with the present prosperity of the country 
than it had to do with the planets or tides. 
But those things for which it is responsible 
it studiously ignores. 
It says nothing of the 
growing antagonism of capital and labor; of 
the tw enty thousand strikes and tw enty hun­ 
dred lockouts in the past six year??; the long 
industrial depression in the building up of 
great wealth by fav oritism , which, in order 
to retain its priv ileges, was ev er ready to 
corrupt the ballot-box and intim idate v oters; 
tin* rapid centralization of m anufactures in a 
few great corporations, and their recent fus­ 
ing into formidable 
trusts. 
Continuing, 
W ilson stated that the tariff <11*1 not regulate 
th<* price of labor, and hav ing contrasted the 
prices paid in the same line of employment 
he said th at the contrast showed th at a man 
in Maine was only w orth two-thirds a m an 
in Connecticut. 
Boutcjle of Maine aske 1 the wages of farm 
laborers in W est Virginia. 
W ilson—-They are not as high as they would 
be with protection off. 
Boutelle wanted a candid reply, or wanted 
the gentleman to retreat ignominously from 
the question. 
Wilson replied am id laughter 
and applause: “le a n not yield for a speech, 
but 1 accept the gentlem an us a full explana­ 
tion why a man in Maine is worth only two- 
thirds u* man in Connecticut.” 
In conclusion 
Wilson said: “You m ay strike down th at

On Tuesday night after dinner he'to ld his 
wife she had better lie do wn and take a nap, 
which she did in her o wn ro o m. 
Mr. Case 
and To m went to the barn to take care o f the 
sto ck, and Mr. Beem said he guessed he wo uld 
go to his wife's ro o m and lie do wn, to o . 
He 
went to the ro o m, to ld his wife he wo uld read 
awhile befo re ly ing do wn, and sat do wn in a 
chair beside the bed. 
She, in a few minutes 
fell asleep. 
She testified that she did no t hear 
the repo rts o f either o f the two sho ts o f the 
pisto l. There were two sho ts fired abo ut three 
o r fo ur seco nds apart.

Rude O ld time Han d l’rcss. 
New En glan d ¡Mx-isessey an an cien t in ­ 
dustry th at is to Ik* appreh en ded th rough 
a visit to th e cider mill. 
Cider an d ap­ 
plies were, in th e olden time, in dispen sa­ 
ble in every well regulated New En glan d 
h ome. 
Coun try gallan ts, 
4‘sparkirig'’ 
th eir girls on Sun day n igh ts, looked for­ 
ward to th e treat. 
Old men an d m aid­ 
en s, youn g men an d ch ildren , all partook 
freely of th e drin k, wh ich lx*fore it grows 
h ard an d acid is as h arm less as lemon ­ 
ade. 
Th e old sch ool divin es alluded to 
cider in th eir sermon s w ith won derful 
moral effect. 
W o can im agin e on e of 
th em , lookin g a t h is sh iverin g con grega­ 
tion from ben eath th e imm en se soun din g 
lo ard an d exh ortin g th em to keep always 
th e pristin e sweetn ess of n ew cider, an d 
n ot to im itate th at liquor in becomin g 
sour w ith old age. 
Th en w h at a fin e 
eth ical sermon could h ave been preach ed 
about cider apples, wh ich , gn arled an d 
specked to th e outw ard eye, are yet in ­ 
stin ct with spiritual worth . 
On th e river road to Holyoke, a mile 
or two from th e h eart of Sprin gfield, 
stan ds a rough , un pain ted buildin g. For 
man y rods before th e traveler gets to it, 
th e smell of cider apples is wafted to 
h im, an d comin g n earer bo sees in fron t 
of th e structure a largo bin filled brimful 
with th e fruit th at led to Adam's fall. 
Ti le buildin g is tin * Riverdalo mill, com­ 
mon ly kn own as “ th e old saw m ill,” 
an d n ow used by th e proprietor for m ak­ 
in g cider. 
Th e drivin g public kn ow Hr. 
Loomis well, an d all sorts an d con dition s 
of veh icles are driven over th e n orth en d 
bridge an d alon g by th e win din g Oon n <x’- 
ticut till th ey come to a h alt beside th e 
mill. 
Jugs, demijoh n s, kegs an d wh at 
n ot are brough t out from th e wagon s 
an d tilled full of th e amlx'r liquid wh ich 
migh t well h ave been th e n ectar th at 
made Olympus such a jolly place. From 
( ‘h icopee street, th e Falls, Agawam an d 
all th e farmin g town s in th e vicin ity 
come stalwart farmer lads, th eir rough 
carts laden with apples. 
Barrels are 
perch ed on top of th e load, wh ich will 
l*e Ailed with cider, an d th e liquor will 
ch eer man y a rustic fireside durin g th e 
dreary win ter days. Th e load is weigh ed 
an d fifty poun ds are allowed to a bush el. 
Sh ort an d merry work is made of un ­ 
loadin g th e apples, a peculiar kin d of 
stumpy sh ovel bein g used for th e pur­ 
pose, 
A deligh tful air of in formality 
h an gs over th e place, an d th e gen ial pro­ 
prietor, th ough h o is a busy man th ese 
days, is glad to explain th e workin gs of 
h is fin e n ew mach in ery 
to an y on e who is 
interested in th e matter. 
The mill co nsists o f two sto ries and a 
cellar. 
In the upper sto ry is the ho pper 
fro m which the apples descend .into the 


press, th e fruit Txqpg carried from th e 
bin outside by a cog elevator. 
Th e press 
on th e first floor is a “ revolvin g” on e; 
th at is, wh ile on e “ ch eeseV is bein g 
pressed an oth er is bein g turn ed out. 
A 
“ ch eese” is simply th e n am e given to a 
grist of apples turn ed in to lie pressed. 
Th e m ach in ery is turn ed by a stron g en ­ 
gin e of th irty h orse power, an d th e press’ 
capacity is 100 barrels a day. 
A fter th e 
ch eese h as been pressed th e pomace, 
wh ich is th e apple pulp w ith th e juice 
squeezed out, pafcses off outside by an ­ 
oth er cog arran gem en t. No on e h as been 
able to fin d out exactly w h at th e use of 
pomace is, but Mr. Loomis, w ith true 
New En glan d th rift, proposes to test its 
utility as feed for cattle. 
Th e cider run s 
out from th e press in to a tan k in th e 
cellar, from wh ich it is carried in to th e 
barrels by pipes. 
D urin g th e season an 
average of 8,000 barrels of cider is pro­ 
duced every year. 
W h at a con trast is th is well appoin ted 
mill to th e rude h an d cider press th at 
used to be th e projiertv of alm ost every 
New En glan d farm er forty or fifty years 
ago. All th e son s of th e h ouseh old would 
tu rn out an d l>ear a h an d at squeezin g 
out th e juice. 
An d th en th ere was th e 
deligh t of suckin g cider from th e barrel 
th rough a straw —a deligh t ren dered even 
keen er wh en a pretty girl was en gaged in 
th e same operation close beside on e. 
Th ere m ay be loss rom an ce an d loss fla­ 
vor about th is m odern cider mill of ours, 
but th e product of Mr. Loomis* press 
tastes ju st like old fash ion ed cider.— 
Sprin gfield Republican . 


Diso rder o f Dig estio n.

beef tea to supply its wan ts, as h e th in ks, 
an d puts in a poker to stir it up in th e 
sh ape of a glass of sh erry or a n ip from 
th e bran dy bottle. 
A n d yet, all th e 
tim e, w h at h is brain is sufferin g from is 
n ot lack of fuel, but accum ulation of 
ash , an d th e more h e con tin ues to cram 
h imself with food an d to supply h imself 
w ith stim ulan ts, alth ough tliey m ay h elp 
h im for th e m om en t, th e worse h e ul­ 
tim ately In comes, just as th e ch ild break­ 
in g th e coal m ay cause a tem porary 
blaze, but allows th e lire all th e m ore 
quickly to In* sm oth ered in ash es.
